However, the 
prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest to modify a method of Aoki et al to provide rinsing 
the portion of dispensing path from the mixing bowl and through the dispensing conduit 
of the food delivery mechanism to the outlet with hot water alone, wherein the water is 
heated upstream of the mixing bowl to the temperature which is sufficient to sanitize.
